The conception of 
authority put forth in Dante’s famous 
treatise was a theory, and never could 
have been anything else. His book pre- 
sents us with a magnificent vision of 
earthly rule—a universal empire governed 
by two heads, a secular and a religious, 
which yet are not quite two, but operate 
in such harmony as should’ make it pos- 
-sible to regard all authority as one,. be- 
cause proceeding from one source. It was 
very noble and grand in thought, but in 
reality impossible. Among a feudal 
aristocracy and a commonalty tenacious 
of age-old habits of thought and practice 
it had no chance of acceptance. 

Instead, the actual empire gradually 
lost its power and its dominions, and even 
the influence it once possessed as an ideal. 
At the beginning of the sixteenth century: 
it was a mere shadow of what it had 
been, and implied little more than a title 
of honour for the chief prince of a Ger- 
manic confederation. The imperial

“ENOUGH TO KILL” 
BOUGHT IN PENNY DOSES. 
(By “A PHARMACIST”) 

IG TARTLING evidence in the. Coroners’ 


uantities of tablets 
which are sup to be used only in 
accordance with medical instructions. 
One victim died after taking more than 
two hundred, and another had swallowed 
seventy. A woman was found to have 
committed suicide by taking scores of 
tablets of an even more potent kind. A 
juryman asked how she had been able to 
obtain this medicine, since he understood 
that chemists could sell it only to known 
customers, who were required to sign the 
poisons book. | 

The simple explanation was that the 
regulation applies only to the tablets of 
a certain strength. Half-strength tablets 
can be purchased anywhere without 
formalities, so that the determined addict, 
bent on suicide, had only to buy large 
quantities. This could be done from 
several shops without exciting suspicion. 

Chemists throughout the country are 
themselves becoming alarmed at’ the 
manner in which their business is being 
undermined. and facilities provided for 
those who wish to defy the law. The 
trouble is that shopkeepers who have abso- 
lutely no knowledge of medicine can sel] 
all kinds of pills and tablets provided 
that they are wrapped. 


TRAGIC STORIES. 


Chemists are insisting that this unre- 
stricted freedom is a grave source of 
danger, and the tragic sequence of stories 
told in the Coroners’ Courts confirms this 
view. So long as the sale of drugs is 
confined to certified and meat quali- 
fied pharmacists, it is possible for the 
police in cases of drugging or suicide to 
trace the sources of supply. They can, 
therefore, make sure that the regulations 
have not been evaded or abused. Where, 
however, 2 Fag can obtain dangerous 
tablets and pills by the hundred, simply 
by going from smal] back-strest general 
dealers to other inconspictous shops, and 
buying: small quantities from each, it is 
almost impossible for ‘the authorities to 
obtain evidence how this unlicensed trade 
in drugs is conducted. a. 

This is a serious. business, on which the 
law, as it stands, is lamentably weak and 
ineffective. Some startling ' evidence,

raised in the House of Commons. ' ' | 

It was- recently discovered that in one 
instance an ex-convict had chosen as his 
way of earning an “ honest living” the 
donning of an academical black gown and 
the pose of a student who had cured him- 
self of certain ailments. . His stock-in- 
trade included many other drugs; some of 
which,- unless taken with care, are 
notoriously ,habit-forming. A census of 
kerb-stone hawkers of medicines revealed 
that there was not a single vendor who 
knew anything of the drugs cortained in 
the bottles znd packets wnich he was 
selling. 


NO MEDICAL TRAINING. 


A clergyman was recently sent to prison 
for his share as thé ruling spirit in a 
drug business, but al] over the country 
there are men, absolutely without medical 
training, who are making huge profits 
from such concerns. One’ so-called 
herbalist was found to be an ex-railway 
porter. Pills and tablets in penny boxes 
may not be harmful when taken accord- 
ing to instructions, but it is exceedingly 
harmful to allow them to ‘be sold by 
persons who cannot give elementary 
cautions. Rí nti 

The «great evil of the business is that 
drug addicts and the wretched people who 
are tired of life know full well that, if 
they go to the registered and qualified 
chemists, these reputable traders wil] ask 
awkward questions. So they go to the 
small ,general shops and the gutter mer- 
chants, and can buy “enough drugs to 
kill” by simply spreading their custom. 
No questions are asked, and there are no 
clues for the police to work upon. 

it is for these reasons that an effert 
will be made to strengthen the law, ha- 
cause until this is done regulations de- 
signed to check arug-taking and access to 
poisons are farcical. i

Roman Catholic employés from County 
Donegal to keep the register “ stuffed 
with Nationalist voters.

shipping them to Canada; for, if that 
were done, it would serve the double pur- 
pose of keeping both the Donegal man 
and the Six County man—each, by the 
way, equally.a native of Ulster—at home. 
A resolution was pasted at the meeting 
calling on the orthern Government, 
when introducing the coming Franchise 
and Redistribution Bill, to provide that 
recipients of outdoor relief he deprived of 
the Local Government franchise. This 
proposal is certain to cause resentment 
amongst the vast army of workless, 
almost forty-five. thousand, who are 
wandering about the streets in a vain 
search for employment, a large proportion 
of whom must either accept outdoor relief 
or starve. 


THE INDUSTRIAL NORTH. 


' . The business men of Belfast are ever 


ready to grasp at any opportunity to 
expand their concerns and extend their 
operations, and, in this connection, the 
exhibition of Ulster industries which is at 
present being held in the Ulster Hall 
should have valuable results. It is 
comprehensive display, interesting and 
instructive, and the material aspect is 
softened by arrays of lovely flowers, for 
which the North is so famous. The pur- 
pose of the venture is to demonstrate, not 
only to local people, but also to trades 
organisations and buyers from overseas, 
that Northern Ireland is manufacturing a 
great many articles in universal demand 
which in quality and price bear favour- 
able comparison anywhere.

FISHERIES IMPERILLED. 


People interested in the Northern fs. 
ing industry ate gravely concerned as ty 
its future in view of the development of 
Fleetwood as a centre of the trade. Fear 
are expressed that, with the expansioy 
of the English port as a centre of the 
fishing industry, the business at Ardglass 
on the County Down coast, will corres. 
spondingly decrease. Attention ha 
frequently been drawn to the limited 
accommodation at the Irish harbour, a 
well as to the difficulty of obtaining coa! 
water and otber supplies, and in thes 
days of fast steaming the owners of 
trawlers and drifters will naturally choos 
the most convenient place to land the 
cargoes and find safe shelter for their 
vessels. A Government Commission in. 
spected the Northern harbours some time 
ago, and recommended that certain im. 
provements should be carried out at Ar. 
glass, but it is claimed by others, who 
profess to understand the question, that 
such a course will only relieve the situa- 
tion in a small way, and cannot be 
accepted as a final settlement. 

The Commission, it is fair to say, did 
not offer its suggestions as the best that 
could be done, but the enormous expense 
that would be involved in dredging 
Killough Harbour, a few miles distant 
from Ardglass, is the great drawback to 
such a scheme, although, if it could be 
carried out, it would, according to expert 
opinion on all sides, satisfactorily solve 
the problem. 

In the old days the Ardglass-cured 
herrings were exported in large quantities 
to the United States, Russia and Ger- 
many, where they were appreciated for 
their quality, and it would be a matter 
for regret if in the years to come the 
trade slipped away from the principal 
Northern fishing centre to enrich the 
traders across the Channel. It is neces- 
sary that steps should be taken to safe- 
guard the fisheries in Northern waters.

Herr’ Miiller, the" German. Socialist 
leader, who has been entrusted by Presi- 
dent Hindenburg with the formation of a 
new Cabinet, seems to be finding some 
difficulty in his choice. The results of 
the recent elections upset the political 
balance which had maintained the last 
Government in power. The Nationalist 
groups were weakened: considerably, and, 
although there was no land-slide towards 
the Left, the Socialist’ Party secured a 
large number of new seats, which placed 
it in a very strong position. It became 
obvious that the next Government of the 
Reich must be dominated by the 
Socialists. This fact ruled out co-opera- 
tion with the extreme Nationalist Party, 
and the Chancellor-elect has been 
compelled to base his Cabinet-making on 
the so-called ‘‘ Grand Coalition,’’ which 
consists of the Socialists, the Democrats, 
the Centrists, the German People’s Party, 
the Bavarians and the. newly-formed 
Economic Party. Herr Miller is beginning 
todiscover to his cost that the distribution 
of portfolios is anything but a grateful 
task. The Centre Party, having been 
deprived of the privilege of nominating a 


Chancellor, is exceedingly anxious to 
secure the. appointment of one of 
its members as Foreign Minister. 
All the other groups, without excep- 
tion, demand the appointment of 
Herr Stresemann, whose party—the 


German People’s Party—had unaccount- 
able losses at the polls. The Centrists, 
therefore, must be content with minor 
portfolios, and there are that 
they are beginning to listen ‘to reason. 
Other difficulties in Herr Miiller’s path 
concerned with the. fear of the

Leviathan in Belfast. 


The keel of the world’s biggest ship is 
being laid in Belfast. Messrs. Harland 
and Wolff have received from the White 
Star Line instructions to build a 


‘Mammoth passenger vessel, which is in- 


tended to ply between Southampton and 
New York. The world’s Jargest vessel at 
present is the Majestic, which was built 
for the Hamburg-America Line before the 
Great War, and sailed under the name of 
the Bismarck. This ship has a gross 
tonnage of 56,650; she is 915 feet long and 
100 feet in beam. It is expected that the 
new ship, on which the hammers of Bel- 
fast soon will be plying apace, will be 
of a gross tonnage of 60,000, and will be 
1,000 feet in length. These statistics lay 
a heavy burden on the imagination; but 
the size of the liner may bk») conceived 
from the fact that, if set down in Dublin’s 
chief thoroughfare, it would: occupy the 
street from the Nelson Pillar to the Liffey, 
and from pavement to pavement. The 
work of building this leviathan of ‘steel 
will take over three years, and the sum 
to be expended is estimated to amount to 
£7,000,000, or more than the total cost of 
the present Shannon scheme. Belfast has 
cause for high satisfaction. So vast: a 


contract will cause. to circulate in its 


business places enough money to reduce 
drastically that distress under which its 
people have suffered so long and with such 
courageous patience. The contract, more: 
over, upholds the high prestige of Belfast’s 
building yards. Beyond. Belfast the great 
undertaking has an encouraging signi- 


ficance. It shows that the British ship- 
ping companies are losing nothing of their

The Paper Age. 

The Copper, the Bronze and the Iron 
Ages succeeded the primitive Stone Age. 
Our own age lacks a name; but, perhaps, 
the future will know it as the Paper Age. 
In the operations of peace and in those of 
war, paper now is the prime. instrument 
of organised humanity. It is interesting 
to read pages which the Paper Makers’ 
Monthly Journal reprints from issues of 
fifty years ago. In 1878, the manufacture 
of paper from wood pulp was still novel. 
The paper trade was concerned by the news 
‘that an Italian decree had prohibited the 
importation of rags from the Black Sea, 
the. Sea of Azof and Turkish ports, on 
account of the prevalence of typhus in 
South Russia and Turkey. Progress 
always creates new problems. Paper now 
is manufactured with prodigious rapidity 
from pulped trees, but it is less durable 
than the paper of former times. News- 
papers fade perceptibly in the brief space 
of a few’ weeks. The preservation of 
national records thus is endangered. The 
matter has been inyestigated, under the 
auspices of the League of Nations, by the 
International Institute of Intellectua] Co- 
operation. Recommendations have been 
made commending the practice of some 
British and American newspapers in 
printing certain copies on Tag-made 
paper for the purpose of preservation 
in files. The Institute warns all 
who desire durability in private docu- 
ments to use no typewriter ribbons 
and carbon papers save such as are made 
with lamp-black, and appeals for research 
work for the purpose of producing inks 
which have no injurious effects on paper. 
Litera scripia manet no longer is a true 
adage. Our authors, as the world has 
learned of late, still practise the art of 
letter-writing with much spirit. Are later 
generations to find blank sheets when 
they examine Mr. O’Casey’s epistles in 
the national archives?

SEEN BY GENERAL NOBILE.

A wireless message received from the 
Citta di Milano at four o'clock this morn- 
ing says that Captain Riiser Larsen and 
Lutzow Holm returned to the Braganza 
after their exploratury flight.

Captain Holm had followed the 80.40 
parallel as far as the southernmost point 


of Charles XII. Island. 


THE SLEDGE PARTY SEEN.

It would appear from the report of the 
two airmen that ice conditions for over- 
land trekking ure very favourable in the 
zone where the three men, headed by 
Professor Malmgren, who had been sent 
out to try to reach King’s Bay, are be- 
lieved to be.

LORD PIRRIE’S DREAM. 
The late Lord Pirrie, for many years 
head of Harland and Wolff's, frequently 
declared that the 1,000-foot liner would 
come..

Lord Kylsant, Lord Pirrie’s successor, 
who is chairman of both Harland and 
Wolff, Ltd., and. the White Star Line, 
apparently has decided that the time is 
ripe to enter upon the construction of 4% 
huge liner of this character to meet “the 
demands of the ever-growing trans- 
Atlantic traffic. The new vessel, it is 
believed, will be a super-liner in regard 
te size, speed and comfort. 
There is considerable speculation in 
Belfast on the question whether the new 
liner will be a motor ship. The fastest 
ocean-going vessel at present is the 
Cunard liner Mauretania, which crosses 
the Atlantic regularly at a speed oí 25 
knots. The Mauretania is propelled by 
quadruple screw direct-driving Parson s 
turbines. The White Star liner Olympic 
has a combination of Jow pressure turbine 
and reciprocating machinery. If the new 
vessel can be fitted with Harland B. and 
W. Diese] engines it should be able to 
surpass in speed any vessel at present 
engaged on the Atlantic service. 


A BIG PROBLEM. 


The highest powered Diesel engines at 
present in merchant vessels are the 
Harland B. and W. eight-cylinder, four- 
cycle double-acting Diesels, each capable 
of developing 10,000 h.p., on the Royal 
Mail Steampacket Company’s motor-ships 
Aleantara and Asturias, and on the Union 
Castle liner Carnarvon Castle—all pro- 
ducts of Queen’s Island. Each of those 
vessels has two of these engines, which 
means a.h.p. of 20,000. 
Those liners are approximately 22,500 
tons gross (the Carnarvon Castle 20,065 
tons), so that it will be seen that 
machinery of tremendously increased size 
and, power would be required.for a 
60,000-ton ship. 

Ten single Diesei engines of 10,000 horse 
power, equal to 100,000 horse power, wouid 
occupy. an enormous amount of space, so 
the problem is an exceedingly difficult one, 
and one which will create great interest in 
marine engineering circles. 


OTHER LINES. 

-Thé Cunard Company is also contem- 
plating a large liner for the North Atlantic 
service, and it is not known whether it 
will be a steam or motor-driven vessel. In 
all probability it will have a high pressure 
super-heated turbine. drive, which marine 
experts regard as the most efficient pro- 
pulsion, machinery. for large liners. The 
North German Lloyd is now building two 
46,000-ton. ships—one at the Bremen yard 
of'the Vulcan Co., and one at the Blohm 
and Voss yard, Hamburg. The machinery 
will be of the steam turbine type, with 
single-reduction gear, and on trial the 
wer to be developed is to be 96,000 
10rse-power, while the power in service is 
to be not less than 80,000 horse-power, 
which, it is anticipated, will give a sea 
speed on service of 26 knots. These ships 
will be a departure from the existing high- 
speed Atlantic liners in respect of steam 
pressure. 

The White Star Line is once more an 
all-British concern since its acquisition by 
Lord Kylsant. Nearly all its vessels have 
been built by Messrs. Harland and Wolff 
at Belfast. The first steamer built by the 
firm for the White Star Line was the old 
Oceanic, which was put into commission 
in 1871.

|CHILD AND WOULD-BE 


RESCUER DROWNED. 


FROM CLIFF, 


Hetty Fairburn, aged four, and Victor 
Albert Toner, a seaman, lost their lives in 
a wemarkable series -of accidents at 
Sunderland last night. - 
| The ‘child was playing on the cliffs, 

when -she fell and rolled over the edge. 
She dropped into the sea, 120 feet below, 
and her y was washed out by the tide. 

A seventeen-year-old girl, named Hetty 
Stewart, jumped over the cliff, apparently 
to rescue the child. Her fall, however, 
was arrested by a ledge in the clifis, and 
rope ladders were necesary to rescue her. 
One of her legs was injured, and after 
treatment at the infirmary she was sent 
home. . 

Meanwhile Victor Albert Toner and 
William Riseborongh, a miner, entered 
| the water to recover the body of the ehild. 
Riseborouvh had almost’ reached the spot 
at which the child disappeared, when the 
crowd drew his attention to the fact that 
Toner was in difficulties. Riseborough 
swam back fifty yards and got hold of 
Toner. The  under-current, however, 
forced him to let go, and Toner sank. 
Riseborough reached the shore with diffi- 
culty and was taken home exhausted. 

Toner was married and. had two 
children. 


TONER'S RESOLVE. 

An eve-witness stated that as Toner 
entered the water he said: “I will never 
go to sea “again if I- cannot save that 
baby’s life.’ 

Riseborough, interviewed by a Press 
Association reporter, said: “TÍ got very 
near to.the child’s bodv, but when I was 
fifty yards past Toner, the shouting of the 
crowd. drew my attention to him, and I 
had to turn back. I got hold of him, and 
asked him if he-could keep floating, but 
the current was too strong for me to hold 
on to him. As I was becoming exhausted, 
I had no option but to let go and make 
my way back to the shore. It was a very 
risky job; for there are beds of rock 
underneath, and the sea was pretty 
rough.”’ 


EARTHQUAKE DAMAGE 
IN MEXICO, 


WAREHOUSES DESTROYED 
BY HEAVY SEAS. 


From ‘‘ Tae Times’’ (CORRESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, Monday. 

Further earth tremors were felt in 
Mexico City at 5.35 yesterday afternoon. 
They continued for five minutes and inter- 
fered with the telephone service, but 
they lacked the intensity of those of 
Saturday. 

According .to the Tucubaya™ Seisme- 
graphic Station 15 shocks occurred be- 
tweén 9.20 on Saturday night and 10 
o'clock on Sunday morning, but most of 
them were imperceptible except to the 
instruments. 

News from the other Mexican States is 
meagre. Six bodies have been recovered 
from the wreckage of 21 houses in the 
City of Oaxaca, which was the centre of 
the earthquake on Saturday. It is stated 
‘that the death-roll may be larger, but the 
wiajority of the buildings destroyed were 
very flimsy, and situated in the poorest 
parts of the city. 

It appears that nearly every house in 
Oaxaca shows some effect of the shocks. 
The. City Hall, which was being rebuilt 
alter the earthquake of last April, was 
again damaged. 

Heavy ‘seas. swept inland at Puerto 
Angel and destroyed some warehouses. 
Deep fissures have appeared along the 
railway tracks at Pochutla, and landslips 
are threatened. 

A theory has been advanced that 
Mexico City was saved from destruction 
because of its soft, mattress-like soil, 
which is due to the fact that the city is 
built on land that was once a lake.

SETTLEMENT FORESHADOWED. 
A settlement of the long-pending Corpora- 
tron v. Robb and Robb v. Corporation actions

3d. in addition to the £15,151 
retained by the Corporation, in full settlement 
and discharge of all claims by the Corporation 
against them in the action, or in respect of 
whether with the 
Housing Department or anv other department 
of the Cerporation, on the understanding that 
the amount will be accepted by the Corpora- 
tion in full and final settlement of all claims 
against them. including the costs incurred by 
the Corporation. 

The committee, in their report, remind the 
Corporation that Messrs. Robb Bros.. on 
2nd February, 1927. instituted proceedings 
against the Corporation to recover the sum of 
£13,151 2s. 7d., being the amount of the

THE GAMBLING MANIA. 

TO THR EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—May I suggest that all members of 
the Dail unite in’ doing. something to dis- 
courage the gambling craze which. is now 
rampant throughout the country’? The bet- 
ting saloons should be closed down without 
delay. Beyond the fact that they have helped 
to enrich the Government coffers and the 
bookmakers nothing can be said in their 
favour. With such facilities for gambling, 
it is not to be wondered that crowds of poor 
people are tempted to part with their scanty 
earnings. Members of charitable organisa- 
tions have been told of cases where char- 
women have been induced to part with a 
hard-earned half-crown to put on a horse 
running in some English race. Poor women 
haye been known to barter their five-shilling 
food-ticket for half-a-crown to bet on some 
horse in the vain hope that it will double 
their money, Some. even go so far as to 
pawn the boots and clothes oí their children ; 
indeed, some of the saloon proprietors have 
gone so far to accommodate their clients 
"that they are usurping the functions of the 
pawnbroker. Young shop assistants have 
been tempted to tamper with their eniployers’ 
till, while recent cases in the police courts 
have’ proved how the gambling mania has 
ruined many a bank clerk and professional 
man.

INSTITUTIONS 


OVERCROWDED. 

Mr. P. Monahan, Commissioner, sat in the 
boardroom of the Cork Mental Hospital yes- 
terday to transact the business of the Mental 
Hospital Board. 

The monthly report of the Resident Medical 
Superintendent (Dr. Owen M‘Carthy) showed 
that there were 986 males and 1,012 females 
in residence. 

The Medical Superiritendemt submitted his 
annual report on the Cork Mental Hospital 
and Youghal Auxiliary Menta] Hospital. It was 
stated in the report that on December $list, 
1926, there were resident in the Cork institu. 
tion 1,942 patients—955 males and 987 females ; 
and in Youghal Mental Hospital 426 patients 
—-249 males and 177. females. Total, 2,368. 
The total cases under treatment durmg the 
"> ended Decembér 3lst, 1927, were 2.748— 
,427 males and 1,221 females: 

In last year’s report attention was drawn 
to the overcrowded condition of both institu. 
tions. As the nominal..capacity of the Cork 
and Youghal institutions is 2,112 beds, the 
overcrowding was becoming a matter of ex- 
treme urgency. 

The general health of the patients during 
the year was, all considered, very satisfac- 
tory, notwithstanding that an epidemic of 
infectious diseases, principally scarlatina and 
measles, was very prevalent in the city in the 
early part of the year. 

Seventeen patients effected their escape 
during the year—15 males and two females; 
none was of a dangerous type. All were re- 
captured with the exception of one male, 
whose name was removed from the register 
on the expiration of the statutory period.

CAUSE OF THE FALL IN PRICE OF 
SHARES. 


There has recently been a fall in the price 
of the shares of the Inveresk Paper Co., Ltd., 
and, as is natural, we have received queries 
from interested readers who bought at a 
higher price, says the Financial News. A 
representative interviewed,. yesterday, Mr. 
William Harrison, the Chairman of the com- 
pany. He explained that there is no justifi- 
able reason for the recent fall in the com- 
pany’s shares, except the general market 
conditions brought about by the recent finan- 
cial uncertainty in America. 

Questioned concerning the recent statement 
made by him at the Safeguatding Conference, 
and to which has been attributed the recent 
weakness of Inveresk shares, Mr. Harrison 
was at pains to make it clear that he had 
been somewhat misquoted.
